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JAPAN UNDER. 
SUSPICION. 


It is evident that world opinion 
on the Manchurian situation ja be- 
coming increasingly suspicious of 
Japan’s policy. So long as the 
Wakatsuki Government imained 
in power, there scemed a possibility 
of n more or less satisfactory settle- 
ment of the crisis, but with the 
advent of n new administration, 
fears have become intensified, re- 
flecting a general belief that the 
military faction has gained the 
upper hand. The report, allegedly 
from official sources in Tokyo, that 
General Minami has been selected 
ua the first Governor-General of 
Manchurian, coupled with the belief 
expreased by reputable diplomatic 
correspondents that Japan has de- 
finitely decided on annexation, fol- 
lowing the same procedure as in 
the case of Korea, reflects the 
xravity of the present outlook. It 
is true that the League is sending 
out a Commission of Inquiry to 
study the situation on the spot, bul 
long before It arrives, many more 
“incidents may arise giving Japan 
the excuse to extend her sphere of 
netivities. . 

The latest comments of the Lon- 
don .Press serve to indicate the 
strength of public opinion in Bri- 
tain against Jnpnon’s tactics. They 
re-ccho much that was writteh 
weeks ago. For example, ona of 
the lending political reviews, com- 
menting on the situation at the 
end of November, with particular 
reference to the wranglings at 
Geneva, declared that the funda- 
mental issue remained the same— 
namely, whether Japan was to bo 
allowed to maintain her occupation 
of the Chinene territory she had 
felzed in violation of the Covenant 
and tho Kellogg. Pact. “If Japan 
wore Ruritanis,” said this journal, 
“there would be little doubt of the 
answer, But Japan is a first-class 
Power, and China is ‘not. Tho’ 
truo reason why the othor Powors, 
great and small, which are ‘repre- 


__nonted.on the Council of the Langue, 


are vacillntlig and fumbling a) 
that they. have never had the cour- 
age of their convictions, They aro 


{afraid of Japan, and of the con- 


scquence of insisting on hor honour- 
ing her pledges.” Theso are atrong 
words, but they do reflect a vory 
considerable body of responsible 
opinion, American views soem 
equally definite and outspoken. 
One journal says that Japan's use 
of the favourite “mailed fist” policy 
against China has arouacd all the 
Jatent suspicion of land-grabbing at 
the expense of a war-tom and en- 
feebled neighbour; whilst another 
declares Japan's activities to be 
aggressive resort to violence 
such as was adjured by the Kellogg 
Pact, and dangerously like the ear- 
ly stages of the “asaimilation” of 
Korea. Sufficient has been written 


‘| to show that there is a stendy ‘and 


Rrowing volume of world opinion 
against Japan’s policy. 

When we come to analyse the 
situation as It exists at present, 
we find that, despite all the prea- 
sure by the League, Japan has not 
given way an inch. She in still in 
eccupation of Chinese territory. 
and, in fact, has spread her ten- 
tacles over a wider area in Man- 
churia. The drive againat “ban- 


| dits’ looks suspiciously like a con- 


tinuation of the process. At any 
rate, since the change of Govern- 
ment, mattera have so developed as 
to suggest that a very much more 
vIxorous policy has now been de- 
cided upon, possibly betokening a 
belief that the League of Nations 
is powerless to do anything to up- 
set the programme which the new 
Tokyo administration has in view. 
If this is a correct interpretation 
of the position, then the latest de- 
velopments must be regarded as of 
extreme gravity, for, apart from 
the immediate issues, it will be a 
sorry day for world peace and 
concord if one Power is to be -per- 
mitted to defy world opinion and 
resort to methods which we had all 
hoped were a thing of the past.

The World in Disintegration. 

To the already burdened debit 
side of the international amity led- 
ker, France now adds an effort to 
deprive all forefyners within her 
borders of employmént. The re- 
solution passed by the Chamber 
contemplates the application of the 
bun not only to public services, but 
to private enterprise, «employers 
being subject to fines for keeping 
foreigners in employment without 
Special sanction. It is a commen- 
tary upon the times that the decreee 
has not filled the air with protests. 
Normally, it would bewilder. ‘To- 
day it is looked upon as. another 
serious manifestation of the world's 
travail. Peoples seem latterly to 
have lost all sense of spiritual 
Vales and right human’ thinking. 
The crisis has turned the nations 
into a tribe of Kilkenny — cats, 
scrambling and fighting to save 
something, they know not what, out 
of the wreck of our ecénomic foun- 
dations, The spectncle is a sorry 
one. No nation is innocent. The 
cult of economic nationalism, which 
means nothing leas than bitter war 
without placing .armics in the 
battlefield, is gaining new or keener 
adherents. Mutual adversity, far 
from performing its traditional’ 
Tunction of developing the finer 
fruitages of human’ understanding, 
Is fast destroying the spirit of in- 
ternational friendship. Britain im- 
poses emergency tariffs, urges her 
people not to. be nbrond for the 
winter, and calmly says that other 
People will understand our diMicul- 
ties and that the isolation is only 
for tho neriod of emergency, Every 
country in Europe raises its econo- 
mic barriera, and the action of the 
French ‘Chamber yesterday shows 
how far the nationallatic god will 
take the peoples of the world if a 
definite check is not placed upon 
such deatructlve movements, 
Governmental interference with 
private enterprise, alike in com- 
merece and finance, hus become dan- 
gerously formidable. 
not do ag they like with their 
money. Business men are re- 
stricted in a hundred different 
Ways, The object of these mea: 
sures’ is said to be to avoid the 
effects Internally of the <olossal 
world attempt to Hquidate the cre- 
dit upon which trade and com- 
merce has been-based. And every 
auch restriction throws recovery 
nd confid stage farther back.

T is clear that Sir Max Pember- 
ton plays bridge, but is not 
na bridge player. 

He told us in a recent article 
that the Portland Club fs about to 
abandon all conventions, and that 
henceforth “Go ns you  plense”’ 
methods are to be adopted; that 
the club advises “putting back the 
clock" nnd playing contract. 
bridge as our forefathers played 
pre-convention whist. ; 

This, he says, will not be hridge 
but bumble-puppy. “It will make 
us the butt of the ecard-playing 
nations.” 

In assuming that members’ of 
‘the Portland Club are about to 
make a change in their methods, 
Sir Max Is in error, 


The Portland's Lapse. 

Three years ago Mr. Harold 
Vanderbilt invented a convention 
known as the “Vanderbilt Club” 
It lasted six months in the U.S.A, 
Certain English writers boomed it. 
Fifth-rate players aodopted a 
patronising attitude towards their 
partnera. If you did not play this 
convention you knew nothing 
about bridge. 

Even the late Hugh ENiot, first- 
class player and anti-convention- 
alist, adopted it. 

But his heart was not in it. He 
did it for fun. 

It wasn dig at the Portland 
Club, which hnd refused to accept 
hia plea for majority calling at 
Auction, ‘ . 

This time, the Portland, assoiled’ 
on all afdes by pro-American pro- 
| paganda, fell from its high estate. 
“Vanderbilt” was alrendy dying 
out in America, but members did 
not know that. They gave it a 
trial, and within a few months 
they discarded it. I have recoun- 
ted these facts to enable me to 
make a statement which will sur- 
prise Sir Max Pemberton. 

With this one exception, this 
ivolated fall from grace, no “conven- 
tiona”’ have ever been played at the 
Portland Club. 

Tt follows that. according to Sir 
Max, their bridge is, and always 
has been, “btmble-pupp.’ 

My answer is this: ; 

The standard: of play at tho 
Portland is easily the highest In 
| the world, 

There is only one player in- New 
York that I know of, H. L. Sims, 
who would be considered as among 
the first ten at the Portland. He 
is a Canadian. I appreciate that 
here I am giving an opinion, but 
so is Sir Max. Has he-ever play- 
ed ut the Portland? I played there 
dally for ten years. It is relevant 
to ask what clasa of bridge he 
favours. Let us, however, ignore 
his opinion and’ mine and get 
down to facts. 

What docs Sir Max mean by 
“convention?” His whole case is 
based on the frequent use of this 
word; yet he does not define it. 


Common-Sense Play. 

He confuses the Issue, as indeed 
do many professional bridge wri- 
tera, They put common-senso 
moves on #2 par with prearranged 
artificial signals. :

Few in this country appear to 
realiso that these conventions are 
nothing but professional dope for 
the “mug” public in America. 
They bring fame or monny to the 
inventors, or both. 

I cannot for the lifo of me un- 
derstand why the Portland, of all 
clubs, should be jeered at for not 
adopting them. 


Childish Devices. 

Because this club and ail first- 
class players in this country re- 
fuse to Indulge in these childish 
devices they are condemned as nin- 
compoops by some critics. 

We ore all described as “gucss- 
ers!" “What chanco have wo got,” 
asks Sir Max, “against one of Mr. 
Culbertson’s picked teams?” 

I will tell him. 

The best team in Britain would 
overwhelm any team from the 
United States, 

This opinion is based on’ fact. 
The only recorded match is that 
in which I captained an English, 
slde against Culbertson's beat. 
team of four. Good players as 
they are, ‘those who played for 
me would be astonished if anyone 
described them os among the best - 
in Britain. None were momberr ~ 
of the Portland or of any club of 
aimilar bridge standing, 

None of us had played “dupli- 
cate” or indulged in, match play 
of any kind, ond we had never 
Played together. The Americans 
had ‘been playing os o team in 
duplicate matches for five yoars. | 

What happened?. ‘ 

During the first two days we 
were all at sea. After those two 
days (not five years) of team work 
and experience of “duplicate”. wo 
played five more days’ strenuous ~ 

ridge, and on balance we won 600 
points during thase five days, 

We were pitted against the in- 
ventors of the “Forcing System,” 
a system which Sir Max Pomber- 
ton supports. I wondor has he 
seen the published record of evary 
bid made and overy card played? 

If it was the svstem that beat 
us, then it succeeded on only one 
day out of seven. This was the 
second day’s play, the day that lost 
us the match. 

Actually, on this day only one 
forcing bid made by our oppon- 
ents had a successful result. On 
this hand they made 370 points, 
duc solely to bad bidding the 
English slide. . 

During the bidding of the whole 
400 hands only 17 forcing bids . 
wera made. On four. of those 
there was a successful result, but 
in cach case this was due to poor 
bidding by the English team. Six 
wero unsuccessful, and on the re- 
maining seven the results In both 
rooms was the same. In the 400

child waa returned to her she 
would sell it: again, unless she 
had some warning.

The point was stressed that it was 
a casual transaction for the 
mother who did not know who the 
purchaser was until introduced. 


Mother Warned. 


In binding the mother over in 
a sum of $50 for a year, his Wor- 
ship made it clenr to her that that 
Measure was to deter her from 
again selling the child after 
it was returned to her. His Wor- 
ship warned her that if she did 
30, ahe would not only be fined 
$50 but go to pridon aa well,

REMARKABLE CASE. 


References to a Chinese who 
left a fortune of fifteen milton 
gullders and swan a former diplo- 
mat, a European lawyer who was 
struck off. the rolls for shady 
practicea at Hongkong, a Chinese 
ungster who was shot dend‘in 
Singapore in a “brush” with the 
Police, and 1 “thoroughly criminal 
family,” were made last week, in 
the course of the trfal of the son 
of a millionaire who stands 
charged before Mr. G. C. Dodd, 
the Singapore Criminal District 
Judge, with theft of a title deed 
or alternatively with abetment of 
using as genuine a forged 
document. 

The accused in the case ia 
Chang Khiam Hoe, 8 young well- 
dressed and educated Chinese, the 
fourth son of Mr. Chang Put See, 
alias Chang Tiew Siat, a multi- 
millionaire who dicd some 14 years 
ago leaving an cnormous fortune 
in Singapore and in the Nether- 
lands Ensat Indies. Mr. Chang 
Put See, it is anid. waa at one 
time Chinese Consul at Penang 
and an Ambassador to the United 
States where his young son, 
‘Chang Khiam Hoc, the man now 
necused of common theft, accom- 
panied him, 


Other Charges. 

Since his arrest in reapect ot 
the title deed, Chang Khiam Hoe; 
who has millionaire brothers in 
Hongkong and Java, was arrested 
on a further warrant in reapect 
of two charyea of criminal 
breach of trust and two of alter- 
ing cheques signed by Ng Stew 
Fai. He {is now on bail of 
$20,000. 

According to the case for the 
prosecution conducted by Mr. S 
K. Tan, the complainant Ng Ah 
Kow, a man described as a well- 
known Singapore merchant and 
landowner, had two of his sons in 
the Hongkong University and 
received a telegram from one of 
them asking for funds. He 
owned three houses In Blair Road 
and one, No. 77 Tras Street. 

At that time Chang Khiam Hoe 
wag a sub-tenant of his at one of 
the Blair Road Houses whero 
Chang Khiam Hoe occupied a 
portion of the house.with a con- 
cubine. In view of the receipt of 
the telegram from one of his 
sons, the complainant proposed to 
sell nll his houses if favourable 
prices were obtaining, otherwise 
he intended to mortgage one of 
them. : 

Ng Ah Kow, it is alleged, ap- 
proached Chang Khiam Hoe for as- 
sistance in this direction and he 
undertook to do the necessary can- 
vassing for a buyer or arrange for 
the mortgage. On this under- 
standing the complainant hande« 
over the four title deeds and ac- 
companied Chang Khiamn Hoe to 
the offices of Mesars.. Allen and 
(Glendhill, solicitors for the Intter. 


Left for Investigation. 


Here, it is alleged, Chang Khism 
Hoe induced the complainant te 
leave his title deeda for investigu- 
tlon by his solicitor. This wax 
done. Subsequently newotiations 
fell through and Chang Khiam Hoe 
returned three of the title decds
